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PREFACE. 


The  labor  of  compiling  this  Glossary  has  been  greater  than  I  could 
have  anticipated,  and  the  leisure  that  I  have  been  able  to  devote  to 
it  has  been  less.  Not  only  was  the  original  collection  of  the  material 
onerous,  but  the  tabulation  and  summation  of  instances  consumed  a 
great  deal  of  time.  There  were  other  difficulties,  however,  inherent 
in  the  nature  of  this  particular  task.  The  Northumbrian  dialect  is 
perplexed  and  confusing  in  many  of  its  phenomena,  both  phonological 
and  inflectional.  The  grammar  of  West  Saxon  could  not  be  taken  as 
a  norm,  and  the  variations  from  that  dialect  admitted  of  no  simple 
and  obvious  classification.  Hence  the  mere  construction  of  the  main 
forms  or  dictionary  words,  under  which  instances  were  to  be  cited, 
was  a  matter  of  considerable  difficulty,  involving  as  it  did  the  virtual 
construction  of  the  grammar  before  the  glossary,  while  yet  the  glossary 
was  the  necessary  foundation  upon  which  the  published  grammar  was 
eventually  to  be  based.  These  obstacles,  tliough  serious,  might  yet 
have  been  surmounted  at  a  much  earlier  date,  had  not  the  most 
engrossing  professional  occupations  intervened.  My  election  to  a 
Professorship  in  the  University  of  California  brought  with  it  a  class 
of  arduous  duties  which  bore  no  perceptible  relation  to  the  completion 
of  this  undertaking,  and  no  sooner  had  I  begun  to  feel  at  liberty  to 
devote  my  energies  to  it  once  more,  when  a  call  to  Yale  University 
entailed  new  problems,  and  a  new  series  of  unavoidable  and 
engrossing  cares.  In  a  country  where  the  serious  study  of  the  mother 
tongue  is  but  just  beginning,  and  where  secondary  instruction  in  all 
branches  of  English  is  in  a  very  backward  state,  the  College  or 
University  teacher  of  these  subjects  is  not  free  to  devote  himself  wholly 
to  the  advancement  of  learning,  but  must  seek  to  insure  such  elementary 
training  as  will  provide  him  with  intelligent  students,  and  himself  do 
much  teaching  which,  in  a  more  satisfactory  condition  of  things,  would 
be  regarded  as  elementary.  If  it  be  objected  that,  notwithstanding 
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these  impediments,  I  have  managed  to  carry  forward  a  certain  amount 
of  publication,  my  reply  is  that  it  has  been  of  work  which  either  grew 
immediately  out  of  the  necessities  of  my  daily  teaching,  or  which 
could  be  performed  in  odd  fragments  of  leisure,  such  as  would  have 
been  insufficient  for  calling  my  mind  back  to  the  intricate  problems 
presented  by  the  phonology  and  inflections  of  Northumbrian. 

But  whatever  palliations  of  my  delay  may  be  found  in  circum- 
stances which  I  have  not  been  able  to  alter,  I  feel  that  I  owe  an 
apology  to  the  scholars  who  have  waited  for  my  results,  and  abstained 
from  setting  their  hands  to  the  work  I  had  undertaken.  Especially 
do  I  consider  such  an  apology  due  to  Professor  Sievers,  who  announced 
what  we  both  hoped  would  be  a  speedy  completion  of  my  task  in  the 
first  edition  of  his  Angelsachsische  Grammatik,  and  renewed  it,  with 
the  utmost  courtesy,  in  his  second  edition.  The  early  stages  of  the 
work  were  carried  on  under  his  eye,  and  he  has  had  the  kindness, 
entirely  unsolicited,  to  read  one  of  my  proofs,  though  he  must  be 
absolved  from  responsibility  for  any  blunders  I  may  have  committed, 
since  only  in  rare  instances  has  he  suggested  a  different  main  form, 
or  questioned  the  accuracy  of  a  reference.  In  dedicating  the  book  to 
him,  I  have  but  imperfectly  expressed  the  sense  of  my  obligations, 
and  wish  here  to  bear  testimony  to  his  unfailing  amiability  as  exhibited 
in  personal  intercourse,  and  to  his  watchful  care  over  the  progress  of 
the  work  since  we  parted. 

Only  the  Glossary  of  the  Gospels  is  now  published,  and  this  will 
perhaps  satisfy  the  most  immediate  need.  It  might  have  been  issued 
a  year  or  more  ago,  had  I  not  wished  to  prefix  my  outline  of  grammar. 
The  copy  of  the  last  pages  of  the  Glossary  proper  was  sent  to  the 
printer  on  Sept.  8,  1890,  but  the  proofs  had  still  to  be  returned,  and 
the  Latin-Northumbrian  Index,  which  I  could  not  help  thinking  would 
be  useful  in  various  ways,  to  be  added. 

Most  of  the  grammatical  sketch  based  upon  this  Glossary  is  ready 
for  the  printer,  and  I  shall  probably  publish  it  soon,  unless  I  am 
forestalled  by  some  active  investigator  whose  zeal  for  scholarship  is 
paramount  to  all  other  considerations. 

The  abbreviations  will  for  the  most  part  be  obvious.  Where  the 
manuscript  form  is  identical  with  the  main  form  adopted,  I  have 
denoted  it  by  a  — ;  the  name  of  the  mode  or  tense  is  not  repeated  where 
it  remains  unchanged  in  passsing  from  one  group  of  citations  to  another; 
indicates  Introduction,  and  the  references  immediately  following  are 
to  page  and  line,  instead  of  chapter  and  verse;  P  (only  in  John)  stands 
for  page. 
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The  list  of  Errata  and  Addenda  is  a  long  one,  but  I  have  not 
felt  at  liberty  to  withhold  or  curtail  it.  Great  pains  were  taken  to 
secure  accuracy  in  the  Glossary,  but  the  measure  of  success  is  indicated 
by  the  Errata;  and  other  errors,  though  I  hope  not  many,  must  still 
remain.  It  should  not  be  hastily  assumed,  however,  that  every  discre- 
pancy between  the  Glossary  and  the  printed  text  of  the  Gospels  indicates 
an  error  in  the  former.  A  portion  of  my  task  consisted  in  the  collation 
of  Skeat's  text  with  the  manuscript.  Not  many  mistakes  were  found; 
still,  it  is  upon  this  collation  that  my  forms  are  intended  to  repose, 
and  in  some  cases  this  fact  will  account  for  an  apparent  discrepancy. 
When  Skeat's  edition  of  Matthew  appeared,  and  replaced  that  by 
Kemble  and  Hardwick,  it  was  necessary  to  renumber  all  the  references 
to  the  Introduction  of  that  Gospel.  Here  and  there  one  may  have 
escaped,  but  I  hope  there  will  not  be  enough  to  cause  serious  trouble. 

A  word  of  recognition  is  due  to  the  publisher,  Herr  Niemeyer,  who 
has  been  patient  under  the  numerous  und  protracted  interruptions  of 
the  printing,  and  has  done  what  he  could  to  further  the  progress  of 
the  work,  without  becoming  importunate. 

In  conclusion,  I  trust  that  this  book,  though  modest  in  its 
scope  and  pretensions,  may  do  something  to  promote  sound  knowledge, 
and  a  continuance  of  cordial  relations  between  the  students  of  Germany 
and  of  America.
